WAsiiixoTojf, Aug. 39.— Naval Con- 
structor Hobson has submitted to the

These were shipped some weeks ago, 
so that there is every prospect the ves- 
sels will be in commission before long.

“The only opportunity of honoring 
Jefferson by naming a port of the orig- 
inal purchase for him is In naming In- 
dian territory ‘Jefferson* when It la 
made a state."
